Ahern Foundation Presi- 
dent Bob Ahern founded the 
nonprofit organization in 
after he attended the gala 
for the 2001 Medal of Honor 
convention, only a month 
after 9/11. |. 

“The main event was Tom 
Lyons... biggest advocate for 
veterans in Mass,” he re- 
membered. “At the end of the 
gala, he spoke about the 
plight of homeless veterans. I 
had never put two and two 
together.” 

Ahern was changed by the 
message that Lyons shared, 
and it was his revelation 
that inspired him to raise 
money to support the New 
England Center and Home 
for Veterans. 

With the success of this 
fundraiser, raising $1,200 for 
the center, Ahern and his 
brothers wanted to make 
their simple idea into some- 


thing even bigger. . 

“[We’d] hear about all these 
deployments and financial 
hardships because a spouse 
is away,” he explained. “Any- 
body who’s been in the sery- 
ice knows that... you’d be 
making $1,500 a week... in the 
reserves or the guard, sud- 
denly, you’re making that a 
month.” 

Having served in the Na- 
tional Guard and transi- 
tioned from there to the 
Massachusetts State Police, 
he was aware of the struggle 
that many families would be 
facing in the coming years. 

The Ahern family was de- 
termined to help as many 
families of guards and re- 
serves as they could. They 
applied for their 501c3 and 
made their foundation offi- 
cial in November of 2001. 
Since then, they’ve been 
hosting yearly fundraising 
events, including a St. Pat- 
rick’s Day Dinner Dance. 
They’ve supported and 
grown a dozen other founda- 


tions with seed and donation 
funds up to half a million 
dollars, including the Fisher 
House and the Military 
Friends Foundation. 

While it’s the 14th annual 
luncheon they’ve hosted, it 
is only their fifth year sup- 
porting Operation Santa- 
Massachusetts. 

“We give $50 giftcards to 
children of deployed troops 
or who’ve lost a parent [in 
the service],” Ahern said. “It 
lets them know that folks are 
thinking about their parents 
and loved ones serving.” 

He believes that this fund- 
raiser is especially impor- 
tant in the holiday season, 
and it’s a great way for peo- 
ple to give back. 

Besides the expected 350 
attendees, the Aherns are 
welcoming their honorary 
host committee for the night. 

“We bring in some local 
celebrities as a draw to get 
more people to the event,” 
he explained.

Untreated sewage 
into Merrimack River 


Dear editor, 

Imagine living in a country 
where untreated sewage can 
be dumped directly into a 
body of water that supplies 
drinking water to hundreds 
of thousands of people. Ne- 
yer here in Massachusetts, 
right? 

Yet on Oct. 30, 2017, during 
a power outage at the Grea- 
ter Lawrence Sanitary Dis- 
trict treatment plant located 
in North Andover, untreated 
sewage flowed directly into 
the Merrimack River for 
thirteen hours. Although this 
occurred downstream of the 
Town of Tewksbury, this is 
still our drinking water 
source. 

‘The response from Cheri 
Cousens, executive director 
df the plant in question? That 
the spill is the fault of Na- 
tional Grid, since they supply 
the electricity. That’s a ri- 
diculous statement. Would a 
hospital blame the power 
gompany if they lost power,

and were not capable of keep- 
ing backup generators run- 
ning for a mere 13 hours 
immediately after the outage, 
resulting in the death of 
patients? 

Most of the outrage I have 
seen about this event is that 
notification requirements are 
inadequate. However, to me 
that’s not the primary issue. 
If the raw sewage never 
makes it to the river to begin 
with, then the notification is 
not even necessary. How diffi- 
cult could it be to have back- 
up generators capable of pre- 
venting this from happening? 

If a private company com- 
mitted such an act they 
would be fined by the 
MassDEP or EPA and possi- 
bly even brought up on crim- 
inal charges. When a local 
government employee such 
as Cheri Cousens is respon- 
sible, it’s just business as 
usual. That is unacceptable.

US State Department 
morale 


Secretary of State Rex 
Tillerson’s team wants to 
mitigate a “morale issue” 
that threatens to create 
a wave of retirements 
from the diplomatic corps, 
his spokeswoman acknowl- 
edged Friday, according to 
the Washington Examiner. 
There is a morale issue in 
this building, and that’s 


why I say, “folks, hang in- 


there,” said State Depart- 
ment spokeswoman Hea- 
ther Nauert as she spoke to 
reporters. 

I do not know about you 
but I am troubled by this 
issue, as we have perhaps 
never had the foreign poli- 
cy problems, complex dy- 
namics and level of. crisis 


related crimes. I dare you. 

For the record, at the Town 
Meeting I supported the ap- 
propriation to hire a full time 
substance abuse counselor, 
which is the first in the Mer- 
rimack Valley Area. I went to 
the first candlelight vigil at 
the Town Common that was 
held to honor those who lost 
their lives to drug addiction. I 
have NEVER been opposed 
to a detox center opening up 
here in Wilmington. However, 
I am opposed, as is the good 
majority of the people in 
Wilmington are, a detox cen- 
ter being opened in a residen- 
tial neighborhood. 

At the present time, Wil- 
mington Zoning bylaws al- 
low for drug detox facilities 
to be located in every resi- 
dential and business zone in 
the whole town except for a 
commercially zoned district. 
So right now, a drug detox 
facility with a special permit 
from the Board of Appeals 
can open right smack in the 
middle of any neighborhood 
in town. A drug detox center 
can open up right next to the 
Shawsheen School in the 
general business district 
where Uncle Mickey’s is lo- 
cated as well as in all the 
residential neighborhoods in 
the area abutting the school. 

You could also put one into 
the neighborhood business 
zone where Greg’s Roast 
Beef is located, including all 
the neighborhoods that abut 


situations as we have in 
our world today. Something 
is horribly wrong, if so 
many people want to leave 
one of the major agencies 
in our federal government. 
Over this summer, Harvard 
Kennedy Institute profes- 
sor, former advisor to sev- 
eral democratic and repub- 
lican presidents and na- 
tional news panelist David 
Gergen, in his presentation 
to school superintendents 
said then that it is a known 
fact that many of the major 
offices in the State De- 
partment have not been 
filled. 

Gergen commented on 
going to the State De- 
partment for a meeting 
and finding office after 
office unoccupied, which 
he said is really serious, as 
these are the folks who 
monitor the events in the 
major areas of the world in 
times of war and peace 
and become the key con- 
duits to the presidential 
and military command of 
events that are unfolding 
around the world. 

Does anyone wonder how 
this morale issue and lack 
of staff can continue with- 
out huge consequences for 
the United States? 


Studying strategies

TEWKSBURY — When the oppor- 
tunity to participate in Tewksbury’s 
public art project was presented to 
Bret Weese, he jumped at the chance. 
The Maine native had recently joined 
the Tewksbury Community of Artists 
and was looking for ways to get 
involved in the town. 

“T was inspired to do the switchbox 
art project because I really like the 
idea of all these surrounding towns 
like Cambridge, Lynn, Worcester, and 
Boston putting artwork on display 
and ‘coming from Portland, Maine, a 
very art filled city, I’ve always want- 
ed ‘to participate, plus the switchbox- 
es look so much better with art on 
them!” he said. 

Weese was excited to use his art 
training to contribute to the project. 

“I have been an artist professionally 
since 2009 but like most, creative all 
my life. I really became interested in 
the freelance lifestyle after graduat- 
ing the Maine College of Art, or 
MECA, with a Bachelors of Fine Arts 
in Illustration in 2011,” he said. 
‘Switch boxes are the large metal 
traffic signal cabinets along the roads 
in town. 

Weese started looking for inspira- 
tion for his project and a way to con- 
nect to the Tewksbury Past, Present 
and Future theme of the boxes. 

“T chose Mico Kaufman... and after 
Seeing his work it all made sense,” 
he said. 

Through his connection with the 

Tewksbury Community of Artists, 
Weese was able to meet Elsie Howell, 
Mico’s life partner, and tour Kauf- 
man’s collection. He chose to, create.a 
portrait of the artist as a way to honor 
him, 
* “Mico had significant ties to Tewks- 
bury, his home, and the portrait is a 
good way to say thanks for every- 
thing, and hopefully get people inter- 
ested i in the local art community, art 
in general, but most importantly 
bring awareness to the collection of 
works that Kaufman left behind,” he 
shared. 

Kaufman has six landmark sculp- 
tures in the town, and has installa- 
tions throughout the Commonwealth 


H A P P E N 
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and around the world. 

Weese’s rendering is in a self-de- 
scribed graffuturism style — one that 
combines graffiti-esque work with an 
underlying message or theme. 

Weese explained, “For this project I 
used pencil, rusto, paint markers, 
and a couple different greys of latex 
paint with different brushes. Kauf- 
man’s sculpture work is really de- 
tailed, but his abstract work is more 
loose and free so I tried keeping 
those principles in mind while creat- 
ing. The portrait is a little more tight 
and detailed, while the lettering is 
kind of loose to match the abstract 
work on the sides of the box.” 


He went on to explain, “With sculp- . 


ture, the artist hand is super evident 
so I used a painterly technique and 
abstract mark making so you can see 
the marks that built the artwork.” 

He leaned on the sculptor’s own 
work and history. 

“I used the quote from his book, ‘A 
Chiselers True Tale; Forever We 
Hope’ because I don’t think the world 
is a very friendly place right now and 
can only hope that one day it will 
change. That quote struck something 
in me when I read it on a lot of levels, 
and when people pass by and read it, 
I hope they get that same feeling and 
maybe think a little deeper then 
what’s on the surface.” 

As far as his involvement with the 
project, sponsored by the Tewksbury 
Beautification Committee, Weese 
said, “It’s always nice when people 
stop and say hi and take the time to 
get to know you. Most people feel 
kind of weird about coming up while 
we’re working and talking about the 
art or think it’s not OK, but I love 
being able to make those personal 
connections. with people.” 

He went on to share how “One guy 
stopped and said, ‘When I saw the 
under painting I thought you were 
just one of those graffiti guys out 
vandalizing, but when you started 
the detail I knew you were serious!’” 

“lm a big fan of the art form and 
pull a lot of those techniques into my 
own work so to me it made me grin 
and that was probably one of the fun- 
niest conversations I’ve had while 
creating so far,” he said.

I take opposition to such an 
auStere group of individu- 
als,” ‘Champoux said, refer- 
encing both his fellow board 
members and meeting atten- 
dees Michael Newhouse and 
former Town Manager Mi- 
chaél.

Champoux went on to say

residents would be allowed 
to hear all sides of the case, 
including the timing issues 
and the possibility of focus- 
ing #on the development of 
senior housing. 

“I bélieve that we could con- 
tinue*to educate and be edu- 
cated ourselves as to what 
the opportunities are.” 

Other members of the 
board, some of whom had 
préviously spoken favorably 
about’ the use of town-owned 
property for housing devel- 
opment, expressed concern 
that a 2018 article would sim- 
ply bé too rushed. Selectman 
Gregory Bendel noted that 
Wilmington is both one of 


the only towns in the area to 
have substantial town-owned 
land, in addition to being one 
of the few to have more than 
the state-mandated 10 per- 
cent of local housing stock 
classified as affordable. 

“I appreciate the proactive 
approach,” Bendel said, “but 
I believe it is premature at 
this time.” 

Selectman Ed Loud sug- 
gested that this particular 
proposal is only helping the 
55+ community, without 
addressing the concerns of 
younger people who wish to 
stay in town but cannot 
afford to do so. He also 
expressed concern that the 
70 units proposed for the site 
only barely will bring 
Wilmington up to the 10 per- 
cent margin. 

Former Town Manager 
Caira further urged the board 
to slow down the process. He 
mentioned that the town had 
previously come close to sell- 
ing the Boutwell and Glen 
Road Schools, which ulti- 
mately proved to be valuable 


assets for the town. 

“I think we need to main- 
tain our inventory of town- 
owned land,” Caira said, 
“and look creatively with the 
private sector at how we can 
address this problem.” 

Another perspective on the 
situation was afforded by 
Director of Elderly Services 
Terry Masiello. Masiello 
brought a petition with 95 
signatures collected by Sen- 
ior Center members, ex- 
pressing interest in seeing 
town land developed by a 
developer. The potential 55+ 
housing development on the 
Saint Dorothy’s parcel is 
seen by many adults in town 
as an opportunity to down- 
size, but remain in town. 
Many worry that, without 
affordable housing options, 
they will be forced to move 
elsewhere. 

“I think it was really im- 
portant, as a department,” 
said Masiello, “that I speak 
the voice of the elders who 
think this (development idea) 
is good.”

doses and arresting distrib- 
utors.

In addition to discussion on 
the focus groups, the School 
Committee also revisited the 
logistics of forming a screen- 
ing committee. The screen- 
ing committee will be com- 
prised of 10 - 15 stakeholders 
in Wilmington Schools, po- 
tentially including educators, 
school administrators, muni- 
cipal officials, parents, and 
School Committee members. 
This group will work to nar- 
row down the applicant field 
to a list of 3 - 5 candidates 
whose names will be present- 
ed to the School Committee 
for consideration. 

As of the Nov. 15th meeting, 
the School Committee plans 
on contacting the Chamber 
of Commerce, the PACs, the 
teacher’s union, CPAC, prin- 
cipals, the school-business 
partnership, and the senior 


center. There is still question 
as to how the members will 
be chosen. 

Bettencourt suggested that 
either the School Committee 
itself could choose among 
interested individuals who 
present through these groups, 
or that it could leave the 
groups themselves to present 
one or two individuals. Com- 
mittee member Julie Brous- 
sard expressed concern with 
any approach that involved 
committee appointment of 
individuals, likening such a 
process to “tapping people on 
the shoulder.” She also re- 
minded the committee of the 
unpredictability of public 
participation.

tional, financial, and physi- 
cal toll of seeing their loved 
ones spiral into addiction. 
He further explained that 
the families of addicts are 
all too often isolated by the 
stigma surrounding sub- 
stance abuse. 

In an effort to assist these 
families he has welcomed a 
substance abuse counselor 
to his staff, whom he hopes 
will provide residents with a 
much needed resource. He 
also stressed that while the 
increased use of narcan may 
be reducing the number of 
drug related fatalities, this 
fails to address the larger 
problem of addiction itself 
and its affect upon the com- 
munity as a whole. 

He believes that it is para- 
mount to combat substance 
abuse at all its phases by 
working with the public 
through the public education 
system, child services, elder 
services, and mental health 
professionals. Through this 


community approach, he 
hopes to prevent individuals 
from becoming addicted, 
treat the root causes behind 
their addiction, and provide 
support to those closest to 
them. 

Town Manager Jeffrey 
Hull expressed his support 
for the Wilmington Police 
Department’s efforts, and 
confirmed that he is glad to 
have Begonis remaining’ on 
the job saying that “his con- 
tinued service to the town 
will be beneficial on many 
fronts.” Begonis says that he 
feels it was the right de¢i- 
sion to postpone his retire- 
ment and “stay to see the 
vision [for combatting the 
opioid epidemic] through.” 

While it may take time to 
realized, with the help’ of 
Chief Begonis and the Wil- 
mington Police Department 
the Town of Wilmington will 
continue to strive towards 
the vision of overcoming the 
opioid epidemic.

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Fundraiser for man diagnosed 
with pulmonary hypertension 


WILMINGTON — In 2007, 
Haverhill resident Richard Arf- 
wedson was diagnosed with pul- 
monary hypertension. This 
came as a shock as there is no 
family history of lung disease. 
He now relies on an oxygen tank 
and doctors say a double-lung 
transplant is critical to his sur- 
vival. 

The average double-lung trans- 
plant costs more than $1 million. 
Even with health insurance, 
which will cover a portion of the 
transplant costs, he faces signif- 
icant expenses related to the 
surgery. For the rest of his life, 
he will need follow-up care and 
daily anti-rejection medications. 
Post-transplant medications are 
very expensive, and they’re as 
critical to his survival as the 
transplant itself. 

For fundraising support and 


guidance, Arfwedson turned to 
Memphis-based National Foun- 
dation for Transplants (NFT) 
for assistance. NFT is a non- 
profit organization that helps 
patients raise funds to pay for 
transplant-related § expenses 
through their community-based 
fundraising program. 

“I know this is a difficult time 
for Richard and his family,” 
said Claire Prince, NFT fund- 
raising consultant. “But he’s got 
a wonderful support system 
around him. At NFT, we want 
nothing more than to help him 
raise the funds he needs to 
afford his lifesaving treatment 
and care.” 

On Saturday, Nov. 25, at 7 
p.m., volunteers are holding a 
fundraiser in Arfwedson’s honor 
at the Tewksbury/Wilmington 
Elks Lodge at 777 South St. in

Jim McNally has a heart and soul of a champion.‘

It was a December night in 
1980. Wilmington’s Jim 
MeNally was doing some- 
thing that he loved. He was 
in‘another tough fight, with 
an opponent coming straight 
at him. Boxing was in his 
championship _ bloodlines. 
MeNally would display the 
heart and soul of a champi- 
on. throughout his life. And 


this*night would be no differ- 
ent. 
“The headline in the 


December 10 edition of the 
Wilmington Town Crier read 
“Gentleman Jim _ takes 
another step.” It was a fea- 
turé story that I wrote 
before McNally’s _ light- 
heavyweight fight with 
Renaldo Olivera scheduled 
for December 15 at the 
Hynes Auditorium in Boston. 
It was a 10-round rematch 
between the two combat- 
ants, and Olivera had a 
score to settle, having lost a 
preyious eight-round deci- 
sion to McNally. 

Olivera was a tough guy, 
having fought World 
Middleweight | Champion 
Vito,,Amtuofermo. It would 
be. an impressive card that 
night, with middleweight 
contender Vinnie Curto set 
to fight Bennie Briscoe after 
the, McNally-Olivera bout. It 
would be my first-and last 
time-sitting on press row to 
cover a professional fight, 
and it was a memorable 
night to say the least. 
A.have known McNally 
singe he was my teammate 
on the Lowell Sun All-Star 
football team that would 
defeat Lowell High School in 
the: summer of 1973. I knew 
very little about Jim’s life 
at, that time other than the 
fact-that he was an outstand- 
ing, football player on a 
Wilmington High School 
team that had defeated my 
Tewksbury squad in a hard 
fought game the previous 
Thanksgiving morning on a 
frozen field in Wilmington. 

Seven years later I would 
see» McNally live out his 
dream as a professional 
fighter. The Lowell Golden 
Gloves Champion displayed 
an —athletic stick-and-jab 
style-a classic boxer, not a 
brawler. He knew that 
Olivera would come directly 
at him that winter night 
with knockout power in 
either hand. Renaldo would 
make a nice target for 
MeNally. 

“I don’t go out there look- 
ing ‘to knock anybody out,” 
MeNally said prior to his big 
night in Boston. “But if I 
hurt somebody I can take 
them out of there. Like my 
father says, ‘if you go out 
there looking to knock some- 
body. out you are wide open.” 

McNally’s dad Bernie was 
born in Concert, England in 
April of 1929. He was a 
three-time New England 
Golden Gloves Champion. 
Bernie was an All-Navy 
Champion, All-Service 
Champion and All-Allied 
Champion. When he turned 
professional he compiled a 
remarkable record of 32-2 
with 29 knockouts and was 
the 14th ranked heavyweight 
in the world when the leg- 
endary Joe Louis was cham- 
pion. The father would be in 
his son’s corner in life and in 
the ring. When the senior 
McNally passed way in April 
of 1977, he left his son with 
more than a few life lessons 
anda memory that Jim still 
talks about today. “He sold 
out the Boston Garden a 
couple of times. Marvin 
Hagler never sold out the 
Boston Garden.” 

The lead story in the next 
week’s Wilmington Town 
Crier sports section told the 
tale of what was supposed to 
be the victory that would 
give McNally his shot at 
winning a professional box- 
ing ‘championship. “McNally 
gets second wind, stops 
Olivera.” Jim would score a 
TKO victory that night, stop- 
ping Olivera at 2:58 of the 
10th. round. He survived a 
stiff right hand from Olivera 
after dominating the first 
four rounds of the fight. 

The ninth round saw the 
best action of the night, with 
McNally displaying a sharp 
left-jab and some solid foot- 
work, constantly circling

she) 


with a style that had Olivera 
searching for and not find- 
ing the Wilmington fighter 
for the better part of four 
rounds. McNally _ sent 
Olivera into the ropes in the 
eighth round with a flurry of 
punches that began in the 
center of the ring. Olivera 
took a standing eight count 
after McNally delivered a 
solid left that he followed up 
with a combination that 
shocked Olivera and sent 
him across the ring and 
back into the ropes. Two 
rounds later Olivera saw his 
night of potential payback 
end in another defeat to a 
fighter with the heart and 
soul of a champion. 

Jim found his dad after the 
fight and made sure to tell 
him that he was OK. “I felt 
good though, honest to God,” 
MeNally told his father after 
the fight. I followed 
MeNally, his excited corner 
man Gary McDonald and 


cousin Mark Driscoll ‘into 
the dressing room to gather 
some quotes for my story. 
McDonald played football at 
Wilmington High School, 
and was working McNally’s 
corner for the first time. 
Driscoll had taken time out 
from his duties as a coach in 
the New York Yankees’ farm 
system to be there that night 
for his cousin. 

“He hit me with a couple of 
good shots, but I can take a 
punch. Remember, I was in 
with the heavyweights for 
six years,” said McNally. 

Promoter John Gagliardi 
of Celebrity Boxing had 
promised McNally a title 
shot against New England 
Heavyweight Champion Don 
Addison. It never happened. 
McNally’s family and fans 
were not happy. But that 
night in Boston none of that 
mattered. McNally was a 
winner again. 

MeNally fought 50 amateur

fights as a heavyweight and 


won the New England 
Novice title in 1974 before 
winning the New England 
AAU heavyweight champi- 
onship in 1975 at the old 
Boston Garden with three 
Golden Glove bouts in one 
day. He then earned the 
Most Outstanding Fighter 
Award for 1975. 

In 1976, McNally and 
Freddie Roach, who later 
became a legendary trainer, 
were the two New England 
boxers picked to compete in 
the International Youth 
Games in Montreal, Canada. 
McNally would make it to 
the finals, where he lost a 
split decision to future 
heavyweight champion Tony 
Tubbs in the heavyweight 
gold medal bout. Jim moved 
down to fight as a light- 
heavyweight in 1977 and won 
the New England Golden 
Gloves Open Championship. 
McNally had 68 amateur 


fights- 50 as a heavyweight 
and 18 as light heavyweight, 
finishing with a gaudy 61-7 
record. Jim would fight 20 
times as a professional, all 
as a light-heavyweight, fin- 
ishing with a 19-1 record. 

None of those records can 
match the memory that 
McNally has of his mother 
sitting ringside that 
December night in Boston 
back in 1980. His mother 
Ann (O’Keefe) McNally was 
born in Medford, 
Massachusetts on March 24, 
1932 and would spend most 
of her life as a stay-at-home 
mom. 

When Ann passed away in 
April of 2003, her eldest son 
would be the first to tell you 
that he knew where a whole 
lot of his faith in humanity 
came from. It came from a 
father who was always in his 
corner both figuratively and 
spiritually. And it came 
from a mother who before 
every Jim McNally fight 
would light three candles on 
the altar at Saint Dorothy’s 
in Wilmington. When he 
learned that his mother 
would be making the trip to 
Boston to watch him fight, 
McNally knew that it would 
be a special moment in his 
life. The candles were 
already lit back in 
Wilmington before another 
victory that December night 
in 1980. It was the faith of a 
mother who was always sure 
that God would be with her 
son. It’s that faith in life 
and in people that McNally 
carries with him to this day. 
This is a story of the love of 
family, faith in humanity 
and a drive to give back pos- 
itive life experiences to 
young people. This is the 
story of the heart and soul of 
a champion. This is Jim 
MeNally’s story. 


A journey from 
Florida to Boston 


There are two photos in a 
very prominent place in Jim 
MeNally’s North Reading 
boxing /fitness center. One 
is of McNally sitting on his 
stool in a corner between 
rounds of a Golden Gloves 
bout in 1974. His dad Bernie 
is giving his son instructions 
in a Novice Heavyweight 
Finals decision over Steve 
Reici. The fight at the New 
Garden Gym across from 
the old Boston Garden 


_ marked MecNally’s first title 


victory. He was 18-years-old. 
To the left of that photo- 
graph is a grainy black-and- 
white photo of a 26-year-old 
McNally in his last profes- 
sional bout against 
Chicago’s Don Bester. He is 
firing a right-hand head shot 
at Bester like his very life 
depended upon it. It’s no 
coincidence that the photos 
are in close proximity to the 
groups of young people gath- 
ered together on this morn- 
ing for a chance to see what 
genuine joy and hard work is 
all about. McNally’s life 
journey has been marked by 
both of those qualities. 

McNally was born in 
Medford and lived in 
Cambridge until he was two- 
years-old. He would spend 
most of his formative years 
in Billerica, Massachusetts, 
the oldest in a family of four 
that included brothers 
Bernie and Patrick along 
with a sister Maureen. 
Patrick passed away in May 
of 2015, while Maureen died 
in September 2004. Younger 
brother Bernie is currently 
in the battle of his life, diag- 
nosed with brain cancer in 
December of 2014. 

Jim McNally has been 
through an emotional tug-of- 
war for much of his life, and 
there is no challenge that he 
hasn’t fought back against 
and learned from along the 
way. Throughout his life, 
athletics have been a major 
league source of support and 
comfort for McNally. It is no 
different on this Saturday 
morning at Jim McNally 
Boxing in North Reading. 

“I grew up in Billerica, 
where there was no Pop 
Warner football at the time,” 
remembers McNally. “I did- 
n’t play football until my 
freshman year at North 
Regional High School in 
Townsend. We moved to 
Florida after my freshman 
year and I didn’t see the 
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field for two years as as 
receiver. They were just. ‘too - 
good down there.” 

Jim was content to play. 
along the offensive and. 


defensive lines at Frostproof . 
High School in Polk County, 4 


Florida before moving. to. 
Wilmington for -his senior | 
football season _. at. 
Wilmington High School, 
where he was selected to the 
Merrimack Valley 
Conference All-Star Team as 
an offensive and defensive 
end. That season McNally 
met a 28-year-old ..

“I was fortunate to move to. 
Wilmington, where Bob. 
Aylward was an assistant.

“In those days the NcAA’ 
allowed you to transfer with- , 
out losing your scholarship .

He told me at, the, 
time that if I came out. for. 
the football team in the 
spring he would get me a.full: 
scholarship. I went out and: 
made the team and he called : 
me into his office with Some : 
good news and some: bad’ 
news. ‘The good news is that * 
you made the team- the bad > 
news is I don’t have any 
money for you until the’ fall.” 

That unexpected lack of: 
funds for college > led: 
McNally to make a decision’ 
that would not only change’ 
his career aspirations, but 
his life. 

Jim wanted to attend 
Northeastern and major in 
criminal justice with an eye 
on a career not only in law 
enforcement, but the United 
States Secret Service and 
the all challenges that go.

“I couldn’t do it (attend: 
college) without that schol-: 
arship,” said McNally.: 
“When the promise of that: 
scholarship fell through 
that’s when I began to focus 
solely on boxing. In those: 
days anything over 175: 
pounds was a heavyweight.: 
My first fifty amateur fights? 
were as a heavyweight. : Not’ 
having to lift weights 
enabled me to get down, to: 
the light-heavyweight ° divi-: 
sion. I graduated from: 
Northeastern in 1977 . with: 
that degree in criminal jus-; 
tice.” 

So a fine all-around athlete: 
who played football, basket-! 
ball and _ baseball’ ‘at? 
Wilmington High School: 
while also running track’ 
made the decision to special-: 
ize at a sport that he was not: 
only good at, but would: 
make sense financially. The: 
challenges in McNally’s life: 
would keep on coming ‘after? 
he graduated with that col- 
lege degree. 

“When I graduated ‘thorns 
Northeastern I had no inten- 
tion of turning profession-: 
al,” he said. “I wanted to go: 
to work right away, and>if I: 
got on with the Seetet 
Service or the FBI I felt that; 
I would be off and running.’ 
But I wasn’t a veteran; -and’ 
in those days the veterans’ 
coming home from Vietnam: 
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went right to the top of the 
list. I languished for four 
years without getting a job 
with my degree. I was doing 
things like roofing and bar- 
tending. Then I got an offer 
to fight for 400 bucks. I paid 
for my electrocardiogram, 
brain ‘scan and my license 
and a think I ended up with 
60’ dollars that night for my 
first fight. Then one fight led 
to’ another. I found that my 
style’ was much more suited 
to” fighting as a professional. 
I had the stamina to go more 
rounds.”

McNally’ s style as a clas- 
sic’ boxer rather than a 
braWler also helped him to 
avoid the head shots that 
have’ disabled and led to the 
early deaths of many fight- 
ers. Jim sees some of his 
coritemporaries that he 
knew back in the day strug- 
gling ‘with some basic life 
skills today. But Jim was 
blessed by champions in his 
corner and at home when he 
opened the door and sat 
down at the dinner table. 

41° was lucky in that I had 
great’ parents. That gives 
you a great framework for 
life? T know it gave me a 
great” ‘foundation for life. I 
fee] | so fortunate to have 
what. I had.” His father 
made it a point to throw 
down ” the boxing gauntlet 
when ‘he realized that his 
son was serious about box- 
ing! 

“ty, father never really 
watited me to box. He didn’t 
want any of his sons to box. 
Ake ‘rémember that I came 
homie one night and he had 
the, Lowell Sun in his hand. 
He ‘was looking at my appli- 
cation for the Golden 
Gloves. He asked me- 
‘whiat’s this- you fighting in 
the Golden Gloves?’ This 
was ‘in 1972. He didn’t 
believe that I would do it. I 
was, getting up at five in the 
morning to run. Then one 
day “he drove me over to 
Ballardvale Street and 
dropped me off. Then he 
said- ‘I'll see you at home. I 
don’t want you to do this, but 
if‘ you’ are going to do it you! 


are going to do it the right 
way. It’s got to be total devo- 
tion, or don’t do it’. Then he 
went to not just every fight, 
but every training session. 
He was there constantly. He 
handed over the reins to 
somebody else eventually, 
realizing that dads get too 
emotional. There is nobody 
in my life that was more 
influential than my father.” 

There is a classic story 
that Jim McNally tells about 
his mother, who preferred to 
light a candle, say a prayer 
and cheer on her son from a 
distance. But when his moth- 
er did come to a fight, it was 
a special night for everyone 
involved- even the opponent. 

“They told me once that 
the kid that I was fighting 
was in prison and that he 
might not be able to make 
it,” remembers McNally 
with a smile. “Muhammad 
Ali was fighting an exhibi- 
tion bout that night and they 
asked me if I would fight one 
round with him. Then the 
kid shows up. I had just got- 
ten on with the Wilmington 
Police Department on an 
interim basis in 1980, and 
the kid in prison finds out 
and then shows up in hand- 
cuffs and shackles.” 
McNally looked on as some- 
one removed the handcuffs 
and shackles and his incar- 
cerated opponent stepped 
into the ring. 

“Oh boy- he’s a cop! I’m 
going to mess him up!” The 
words echoed across the 
ring, loud enough so that 
Ann McNally could make 
out every single syllable. 
“My mother went to some- 
thing like four of 88 fights 
and that was one of them,” 
remembers McNally, who by 
this time was laughing at 
the memory of that night. 
“She went to that one 
because it was in Providence 
and she could visit her sis- 
ter.” 

After the fight McNally’s 
mother told some of those in 
attendance that she hoped 
that the pugilistic prisoner’s 
mother wasn’t there, 
because his language was 
disgusting, and that her son 
Jim was a nice boy who 
wouldn’t tolerate such foul 
language. McNally didn’t 
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tolerate it for long, sending 
the kid back to jail not only 
shackled and handcuffed, 
but defeated when the cop 
from Wilmington scored a 
six round decision. 

The class and the guts that 
McNally displayed through- 
out his boxing career would 
help him find his niche in 
law enforcement. He would 
not think about quitting until 
he achieved his life’s dream 
of defending our country 
and protecting what is good 
and right about America. A 
car accident in 1982 led to 
two operations on his elbow. 
McNally would fight once 
more after the first surgery 
before the doctors advised 
him that it would be prudent 
for him to retire from the 
ring. 


From the Wilmington 
Police Department to 
protecting a President 


McNally would begin his 
journey in law enforcement 
with a_ stint on _ the 
Wilmington Police 
Department in 1980 until he 
earned a position as a 
United States Secret Service 
Special Agent. For McNally 
it was a dream come true. 
And like almost everything 
else in his life, it would not 
come without hard work and 
its’ share of disappointment. 
He would take the required 
test for two years before he 
was offered a position with 
the Boston Field Division of 
the United States Secret 
Service in 1984. The branch 
covers all of New England, 
and some of McNally’s 
duties included protecting 
Presidents Ronald Reagan 
and George H.W. Bush along 
with former Presidents 
Gerald Ford and Jimmy 
Carter. 

Jim was also assigned to 
the team of agents protect- 
ing Margaret Thatcher, 
Helmet Khol and Corazon 
Aquino. 

“T was based in Boston, but 
I did some temporary stints 
in Washington, D.C. and 
spent a summer in Maine 
with President Bush when I 
was on his security team. 
We would jog with him every 
morning and basically spend 
the day with BY until he 


went to bed at night.” 

There was also a part of 
MecNally’s career that was 
not without its’ close calls, 
and he admits that thankful- 
ly his wife Wendie missed all 
of them. Jim notes that 
there were some dangerous 
moments in his undercover 
work not only in the Secret 
Service, but in his next job 
as a Special Agent with the 
Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco 
and Firearms from 1990 
until 2012. Jim’s last position 
before he took the mandato- 
ry retirement at age 57 was 
as a Public Information 
Officer with the ATF. 

Retirement for most of us 
means more time spent with 
family, and for McNally, this 
stage of his life would be 
important, for after dealing 
with the death of two sib- 
lings, he would face yet 
another challenge. Jim 
would give this next difficult 
situation his all. This chal- 


lenge would begin on 
Christmas Eve, 2014. 
Younger brother Bernie 


would get some bad news, 
and Jim McNally-now the

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Rams get past 
Diman to reach 
Voc Title Game

BILLERICA - The 
Shawsheen Tech Football 
team did not play their best 
game of the season last 
Friday night in_ their 
Massachusetts Large School 
Vocational semi-final, but in 
the end, as they have done 
over and over again this sea- 
son, they made the biggest 
plays in the biggest 
moments and came away 
with an exciting, if a little 
too close for comfort, 12-7 
win over Diman Vocational 
Tech of Fall River at a 
frosty Cassidy Field. 

With the win the Rams 
advanced to the state voca- 
‘tional finals, where they will 
host Assabet Valley at 
Cassidy Field the week after 
Thanksgiving, with a time 
and date to be determined. 

It will be Shawsheen’s 
fourth trip to the vocational 
finals, having lost in the 
inaugural championship 
‘game back in 2004 to Bay 
Path, before winning state 
titles in 2006 with a win over 
Bay Path and 2007 over 
Southeastern Vocational. 

“As we said to them after 
the game, we were good, but 
we could have been better,” 
Shawsheen coach Al 
Costabile said. “We had a 
chance to put it away and we 
let them back in. Those are 
things we can’t afford to do 

if we are going to win a state 
vocational championship. 
But they stepped when they 
needed to. 

“But the most important 
_thing right now is 
“Thanksgiving. That is the 
most important thing. We 
want to play better on 
Thanksgiving than we 
played today, and then use 
that as a catalyst into the 
state championship game. 
We can’t go out and play bad 
on Thursday and think we 
are going to come back and 
win a state championship. 
We can’t do that.” 

The Rams were led by an 
outstanding defensive effort 
which limited the normally 
potent Bengals offense to 
165 total yards, while they 
also got 108 yards rushing 
and a pair of touchdowns 
from junior running back 
Shawn Powderly and pair of 
key interceptions late in the 
game from senior defensive 
back Cody Sughrue of 
Tewksbury to thwart poten- 
tial game winning drives for 
Diman. 

The Rams jumped on top 
early in this one, taking 
advantage of one of three 
Bengal turnovers on the 
night when junior defensive 
back Ryan Quinones recov- 
‘ered a fumble at the 
Shawsheen 47-yard line. 
Five plays later Powderly 
scored his first touchdown of 
the night on a nine-yard run 
up the middle with 3:59 left 
in the quarter. 

The big play on the drive 
came on a 28-yard run by 
sehior Sam Baker, who gal- 
loped to the ten-yard line to 
give the Rams a first and 
goal. Two plays later 
Powderly lowered his shoul- 
der and powered through the 
Diman secondary for the 


score. The extra point kick 
failed and the Rams held a 
6-0 lead. 

Diman looked to strike 
back on their next posses- 
sion, going on a 14-play 
drive from their 27 to the 
Shawsheen nine-yard line 
where they had a first and 
goal, but the Rams defense, 
led by some big plays 
Brendan Studley of 
Tewksbury, along with Omar 
Eldaly of Wilmington, did 
not allow another yard over 
the next three plays, in fact 
moving the Bengals back 
one yard. Diman then 
missed a 28-yard field goal 
attempt and the Rams main- 
tained their 6-0 lead. 

The score would remain 
that way until late in the 
third quarter, when after 
stopping Diman on a fake 
punt attempt on a key tackle 
by senior linebacker Marc 
Companeschi of 
Wilmington, the Rams went 
on a five play, 51-yard drive 
capped by another Powderly 
run up the middle, this time 
from 16 yards out with 3:02 
left in the third quarter. 

Once again, Baker had the 
key play on the drive, haul- 
ing in a 31-yard pass from 
Sughrue to give the Rams a 
first down at the Diman 16- 
yard line. Two plays later, 
Powderly scored on a very 
similar play to his first 
touchdown, once again run- 
ning up the middle into the 
end zone to make the score 
12-0 after the failed two 
point conversion pass. 

Diman responded with 
their only touchdown of the 
game on their next posses- 
sion, driving 54 yards on six 
plays to close within 12-7 
with 9:25 left in the game on 
a four-yard pass from quar- 
terback Oshaun Brooks to 
Jacob Swenson. One of the 
key plays on the drive came 
on the very first play, when 
the Rams stopped Brooks 
for a five yard loss, but tack- 
led him well out of bounds 
for a 15-yard personal foul 
penalty and a first down.at 
the Rams 41-yard line. 

Buoyed by their opportuni- 
ty, Brooks connected on four 
straight passes to give the 
Bengals a first and goal at 
the Rams six-yard line. Two 
plays later Brooks hit 
Swenson for the touchdown 
to make the score 12-7 after 
conversion kick. 

With the momentum sud- 
denly shifted to Diman, the 
Rams needed a big drive to 
seize some of that momen- 
tum back, and they got just 
that thanks to the efforts of 
Powderly, who ran the ball 
on six consecutive plays to 
advance to the Diman 34- 
yard line. Although he was 
stopped just short on a 
fourth down play, Powderly 
had effectively shifted field 
position and shifted momen- 
tum when Diman took over 
with 5:53 left. 

After the first of Sughrue’s 
interceptions thwarted 
Diman’s next drive, the 
Rams took over on their own 
45-yard line, and once again 
rode the legs of Powderly, 
this time down to the Diman 
32, before he was once again 
stopped short on fourth 
down, leaving Diman with

Regardless the results of 
their Thanksgiving Day 
clash with Greater Lowell in 
Tyngsboro on Thursday 
morning, the Shawsheen 
Tech Football team knows

This one has many new -- and exciting --

Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
TEWKSBURY- The last 


time both the Wilmington 
and Tewksbury High School 
Football teams entered the 
Thanksgiving Day game 
with two or less losses was 
2007. 
~“fhat year the 'Cats were 9- 
1 thanks to 27 touchdowns by 
Ernie Mello, and _ the 
-Redmen were 8-2, having 
won five of its previous six 
games. That 2007 game was 
*a gem - before almost 5,000 
‘fans, Tewksbury put a halt to 
‘Wilmington's four-game 
Turkey Day winning streak 
scoring two touchdowns in 
the opening few minutes on 
its way to a 28-17 win. 

Now fast forward ten years. 
Wilmington will enter the 
‘84th game with an 8-2 
record, it's best win total 
since the 2010 season, which 
includes the program's first 
ever playoff victory. 

Tewksbury, on the other 
hand, reeled off two playoff 
victories this past month 
before losing this past 
Saturday to North Attleboro 
in the Division 3 Eastern 
‘Mass semi-final game. 

The Redmen fell one win 
away from making their 
‘eighth Super Bowl appear- 
ance (Wilmington has made 
one) and second in five 
years. Tewksbury is current- 
ly 9-2 overall, playing that 
extra game, meaning the 
team enters Thursday’s 
game with four days of rest 
compared to .14 for the 
Wildcats. 

But as we alf:know - and 
always say every year in this 
section - records, days of 
“rest, home field advantage, 
“health, injuries, better com- 
petition, better coaching 
staffs - all mean diddly- 
squat. That was proven in 
2008 when the 2-8 Redmen 
defeated the 9-1 'Cats 26-7. 

What matters all of the 
time in an athletic event is 
execution. Executing and 
making plays, especially 
when it matters the most. 


That's what it usually 
almost boils down to every- 
time out. 

That being said, this year's 
game will be a little bit dif- 
ferent. Not just because 
there will be two excellent 
football teams battling it out 
for 44 minutes, but it fea- 
tures a new twist with 
Wilmington's first-year head 
coach Craig Turner. He has 
brought a new life into this 
program with a different 
kind of offense, a new look 
defense every game and that 
has transpired into a win- 
ning culture with the 
Wildcats playing high- 
tempo, very physical and 
most importantly team-ori- 
ented football. 

Tewksbury meanwhile, has 
done what it has done for 
years upon years upon 
decades. The offense runs a 
million different formations, 
schemes and plays - trick 
plays have been off the 
charts this season - while a 
bunch of undersized kids run 
around like they are JJ Watt, 
smashing everything they 
see. The Redmen are always 
fundamentally sound, 
always composed, confident 
and yes, extremely well 
coached with arguably the 
best staff in the state. 

Tewksbury head coach 
Brian Aylward - who was 
recently named the 2017 
Coach of the Year by the 
Association of New England 
Football Officials - was 
asked about whether or not 
this year's game will be dif- 
ferent since across the field 
from him -wearing head- 
phones on Thursday will be 
a different face, that is one 


of Craig Turner. 
“Regardless of the coach 
those (Wilmington) kids 


would still play tough,” he 
said. “Coach Turner has 
done a good job with this 
year's team. He runs a good 
offense and they play good 
defense. (Whether it's) 
Coach (Bob) Almeida, 
Coach (Mike) Barry, Coach 
Turner, Coach (Fred) 
Bellissimo, Coach (Kd) 


Harrison, it's always going 
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to be a big challenge. 

“(The Thanksgiving Day 
game is) about the finality 
of things. It's about kids on 
both teams spilling their 
guts. This game is always 
beyond the coaches and is 
always about the kids (play- 
ing that day).” 

Turner previously coached 
at Mystic Valley Charter 
School before putting on a 
Wildcat jacket. He was 
asked about the team's 
Thanksgiving game and 
admitted that over the last 
few years there wasn't much 
of a rivalry at all with 
Minuteman Tech, mostly 
because MV was that much 
superior. With over eight 
decades of Wilmington and 
Tewksbury teams slugging it 
out, Turner realizes that 
being a part of this day is 
something he has fully 
embraced since day one of 
taking over. 

“I'm excited and it's cool to 
be part of a rivalry like this 
that means so much to so 
many people,” he said. “I'm 
certainly excited for the 
challenge to put a cherry on 
top of the type of season that 
we have had against a 
perennial (state) contender 
and a top ten team in the 
state like Tewksbury. 

“Regardless of what the 
situation may end up being, 
we're excited for the chal- 
lenge. It's fun but I think I 
may be more afraid of 
Tewksbury than they are 
because I have watched 
them on film and they are so 
tough, they do so much, they 
are so well-coached and are 
so tough. It just screams out 
at you on film. The kids 
know the Tewksbury kids 
and have been — playing 
against them for years.” 

“They are very good but I 
think this will be a chance 
for us to show people that we 
are on the come as a pro- 
gram. To put a statement 
like that out on 
Thanksgiving that we can 
compete with a program 
such as theirs would be 
awfully, awfully great for 
our program.”

“Defensively, Rosberg is 
the key. He is a tough one. 
We're aware of him,” said a 
very sarcastic Craig Turner 
with a big laugh. “He's a 
game-wrecker. That's what 
we call kids like him, a 
game-wrecker. We will do 
our best to figure out how to 
take care of him. We have a 
couple of young kids playing 
on the offensive line so we'll 
try to figure it out and do the 
best we can.” 

Most teams have doubled- 
up trying to stop Rosberg 
but he still finds his way 
past opposing offensive line- 
men to get to the quarter- 
back. Wilmington has a very 
athletic signal-caller in sen- 
ior Graham Smith, who has 
thrown for over 1,200 yards 
with 16 TD strikes, including 
seven to Roberts. 

Tewksbury head coach 
Brian Aylward has been 
impressed with 
Wilmington’s players not 
just this year, but last year 
when the ‘Cats played terrif- 
ic on Turkey Day but were 
defeated for the seventh 
straight time. 

“They were very good last 
year and we knew that they 
had a lot of key players 
returning, so I wasn't really 
surprised that they have

been very good this year,” he 
said. “They got talent all 
over the place from upfront, 
the line is very good, the 
quarterback is a good play- 
er. He's very elusive and he 
runs their offense really 
good. 

“Tyler Roberts has been a 
very good player for them 
for three years now. He's 
had huge games against us 
on Thanksgiving. The 
Kenney kid is very good. We 
have to prepare for these 
guys like we have the last 
few weeks against some 
other very good teams.” 

Seniors Michael 
DuCharme and _ Justin 
Fraser could play huge roles 
in this game, especially if 
Tewksbury tries to isolate 
Roberts. 

Defensively, this is proba- 
bly been the best collective 
group Wilmington has had 
in quite some time. The 
‘Cats do roll the dice a little 
bit by not playing a free 
safety and that could be 
costly against Redmen jun- 
ior QB Jay Connolly, who 
has proven to be pretty 
dynamic the past two years. 
All he does is win. On top of 
that, he can throw the short 
and the deep ball, he is 
extremely poised, makes

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good decisions and has a 
cast of talented guys to 
throw to with Masyn Lorick 
and Blake Hiltz. 

Connolly has also tossed 16 
TD passes but has thrown 
only four interceptions in 122 
attempts. 

“Connolly has been excel- 
lent at quarterback,” said 
Turner. “We have really been 
impressed with him. He kind 
of reminds me of Graham in 
the way that he keeps work- 
ing to make something hap- 
pen and a lot of the times he 
does. He's been very impres- 
sive.” 

With all of the respect that 
Turner has for Connolly, he 
said that the difference- 
maker for Tewksbury is half- 
back Brandon Winn, hands 
down, no questions asked. 

“T love the Winn kid and 
it's hard not love him - the 
way he runs the ball is unre- 
al,” said Turner. “I think 
what's really underrated 
about them is their offensive 
line. Their offensive line 
comes at you. They do so 
many different things and it 


plays off of each other and it 
looks similar because of how 
their offensive line plays. 
but I go back to Winn. He is 
really exceptional. He's. just 
tough, tough runner and he 
buries you when he hits 
you.” : 

Turner knows that 
Tewksbury will be the best 
team Wilmington will face 
all season. 

“I know a lot ahout 
Tewksbury based on when I 
played for Billerica,” said 
Turner. “We played them for 
four years and Coach 
Aylward was there when. I 
played. They were always 
tough and always one of our 
toughest opponents back 
then. They were always well 
prepared and the Tewksbury 
kids always played tough. 
Not much has changed. 
They are very physical. 
They are hard working, 
lunch-pale type kids. They 
do so much offensively, so 
we're lucky that we have 
more than five days to get 
ready for them.”

TEWKSBURY - Five days 
earlier, the Tewksbury 
Memorial High School 
Football team was playing 
for a bid to play at Gillette 
Stadium and to try to bring 
back the school's fourth 
Super Bowl Championship 
title. 

On Thursday, the Redmen 
will be playing for pride, will 
be playing to keep the 
team's seven-game winning 
streak going, and for the 
seniors, they will be playing 
in their final game. But for 
the entire team, this game 
will not be easy. 

It won't be easy because 
Wilmington is a very formi- 
dable opponent - one that is 
much better than the previ- 
ous seven teams - that can 
cause a lot of teams

headaches, and it especially 
won't be easy emotionally 
and physically for the 
Redmen after the 29-21 loss 
to North Attleboro in the 
Division 3 Eastern Mass 
semi-final played on 
Saturday. 

Wilmington's last game - a 
consolation round victory 
over North Reading - was 
exactly 14 days ago. 
Tewksbury head coach 
Brian Aylward was asked 
who has the advantage, 
Wilmington for the 14 days 
off or Tewksbury for having 
played in a high-intensity 
game less than a week ago? 

“T'll call it a disadvantage 
on the physical piece of it, 
and also the emotional piece 
of it,” he answered. “We've 
been prepared and we talked 
to the kids. They knew that 
this game was happening on 
Thursday regardless of what 
happened (last Saturday). It 
would be a challenge either 
way, win or lose. Now that 
we have lost (to North 
Attleboro), we have a short 
time to get ready to play 
again.” 

Aylward has been a part of 
this rivalry for over half of 
its existence, whether it was 
being a young boy watching 
from the sidelines or the 
stands, whether it was as an 
outstanding player, whether 
it was coming back on the 
holiday from his college 
days at Brown University, or 
whether it's been as an 
assistant coach, and now a 
head coach for the past 21 
years. He has seen it all, but 
said this game, this rivalry, 
always boils down to one 
thing: “It's always about the 
kids from my standpoint,” 
he said. 

Now it's his kids, who will 
take the field for the final 
time in this tremendous 2017 
season and that comes days 
after the team had hoped or 
planned on having the 
Thanksgiving Game as a 
sandwich contest before the 
state semi-final. and state

final. 

“We're in that mode where 
it's going to be a huge chal- 
lenge for our kids and the 
coaches to dust ourselves off 
after (Saturday's) loss and 
get back to work. It's a big 
challenge,” said Aylward. 
“We're excited about the 
game. We're going to lick 
our wounds very quickly and 
get back into the fight. 
Wilmington is coming in, so 
we have a short time to put 
something together and get 
ready to go.” 

Last year Tewksbury start- 
ed out slow and Wilmington 
took advantage of that. Then 
over the course of the final 
three quarters, Tewksbury 
started to play better and 
started to wear Wilmington 
down, especially offensively 
holding the 'Cats to a num- 
ber of three-and-out series. 

This year's 'Cats roster is 
difference and so is the 
offense. First-year head 
coach Craig Turner has

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implemented the '‘spread' 
and it's fast-paced style with 
QB Graham Smith tossing 
passes, running all over the 
field or he hands it off to a 
talented, yet extremely 
small, powerful running 
back named John Kenney, 
who hits like a truck. The 
transfer halfback from 
Central Catholic has rushed 
for over 1,100 yards this sea- 
son with 14 touchdowns. 

Certainly Tewksbury will 
be targeting Kenney, much 
like Wilmington will be tar- 
geting Tewksbury's dynamic 
halfback named Brandon 
Winn. He needs 138 yards to 
surpass 1,000 yards for the 
second straight year. He has 
12 rushing touchdowns and 
has added eight catches for 
72 yards with another two 
scores. He also plays corner- 
back, does the punting and 
returns kick-off and punts 
on occasions. 

“He is everything you 
would want in a high school

back,” said Turner of Winn. 
“You could hand it to him 
thirty times, or you can split 
him out wide, he can do it 
all. Winn may line up at run- 
ning back one play, then 
tight end the next play and 
then wide receiver the next.” 

Senior captain Will 
Matovu, who was thought to 
have been lost for the season 
with a knee injury - was put 
in a for a few plays in 
Saturday's loss. When 
healthy, he is very danger- 
ous with six touchdowns but 
will be most likely in a limit- 
ed role on Thursday. That 
could mean more touches 
for senior Nolan Kavanaugh 
(457 rushing yards), fullback 
Shane Darrigo and/or more 
action to other receivers 
Shane Aylward and Braden 
Hiltz. 

“The Hiltz brothers are 
very good players, too,” said 
Turner. “Winn gets a lot of 
the credit but there's so 
many guys who do so many 
different things for them. 
They are a tough match-up. 
It's not like you can say 'we 


are going to be put this guy 
on that guy, and this guy on 
that guy' because they have 
so many guys who can do so 
many different things. 

“All of those kids, ‘their 
skilled guys in particular; 
are all very tough match-ups 
and I give a lot of credit to 
their lines on both sides: of 
the ball. Those kids really 
make it happen.” 

Defensively, Tewksbury 
will have its hands full with 
Wilmington's —_spread-out 
attack, whether it's Smith or 
Kenney running the ball, or 
Smith gunning some throws 
to Roberts, Justin Fraser or 
Michael DuCharme. 

“There's been kids who 


have been a part of that’ 


(Wilmington) program for’ 
the last few years and they 
have played tough ‘on 
Thanksgiving,” 
Aylward, who would ‘later 


add, “Both teams are still in 


playoff mode for sure arid: 
this game will be about who- 
makes plays. That's what if 
will come down to.”

‘TEWKSBURY - If you 
look-out onto Doucette 
Field-on Thursday and see 
No: 20 for Tewksbury, you 
immediately think of for- 
mer.Patriots running back 
Danny Woodhead. Both 
Nolan Kavanaugh and 
Woodhead are short and 
sthall; but are fast, have 
soft ‘hands, can run, catch 
and block. 

If--you come out to a 
Téwksbury High School 
outdoor track meet, you 
can see Kavanaugh flying 
through the air competing 
in the pole vault. During 
that; time of wearing a t- 
shirt instead of shoulder 
pads, ‘you can see why he 
excels on the football field 
- the kid has muscles pour- 
ing out of every spot on his 
hody, 

“I'm 5-6, 170 pounds,” he 
said. “I got what I got (in 
height) and I used it all. I 
know that I'm not blessed 
with.that much (height). I 
have’ to do a lot of lifting 
because everyone is so 
muchibigger than me.” 

While he stands at 5-6, 170 
pounds, Kavanaugh can 
give’ punishing blocks and 
can tdke a lick too. The hit 
hé ‘took after making a 
catch during Saturday's 
loss to North Attleboro in 
the Division 3 Eastern 


Mass. semi-final game 
played at Weymouth High

Tewksbury. A hit like that 
didn't stop him. He got 
right back up, got into the 
huddle, got back to the line 
of; scrimmage, and on the 
next play, he helped make 
some; blocks as 
Tewksbury's Brandon 


Winn scored a touchdown. 

“He's made some big 
plays for us,” said TMHS 
Coach Brian Aylward. “We 
do some things where it's 
not much of a secret of 
where the ball is going to 
Winnie. (Nolan) is a good 
guy, who we can counter 
to. He's tough as nails, he 
blocks really well and he 
runs routes and catches the 
ball when we ask him to do 
that, he's a team player all 
the way. 

“You need guys like that 
to have a good team. You 
need guys of his character, 
who are unselfish but still 
hungry to get the ball when 
he gets his chance. That's 
what we want if we think 
we're going to be good.” 

Winn has been the team's 
No. 1 running back for 
each of the past two years. 
He is 138 yards shy of sur- 
passing 1,000 yards in both 
seasons. He's had a terrific 
season and career. While 
he has chalked up the 
yards and scored his share 
of touchdowns, Kavanaugh 
has served as a very good 
complimentary second 
back. This season he has 
rushed for 457 yards and is 
averaging a whopping 8.6 
yards per carry. 

“Coming into the season, 
I knew that was going to be 
my role,” he said. “I knew 
Brandon was going to be 
the featured back so I knew 
my role and I embraced it. 
I would just do whatever I 
could on every single carry 
that I got and then the rest 
of the time I just tried to 
make my blocks.” 

Kavanaugh will join Winn 
as the two starting half- 
backs in Thursday's tilt 
with Wilmington. He will 
get his share of carries like

he has all season. He aver- 
ages about five carries a 
game for about 40 yards 
and also has close to 100 
receiving yards on the sea- 
son. He usually takes the 
ball for some misdirection 
run plays, or just to run off- 
tackle to give Winn a 
breather. 

Kavanaugh is a part of an 
offensive group that has 
scored 274 points, has 
rushed for over 2,000 yards 
and has thrown for over 


1,200 yards. 

“I think (offensively) we 
(surpassed) our own 
expectations,” he said. 


“This is (quarterback) Jay 
(Connolly's) second year 
as a starter and we didn't 


know how he would come 
out. He has been great this 
year. The new offensive 
line was a question on how 
that group would do, but 
they came out this year 
and have done a great job 
creating holes for the run- 
ning backs and making 
some nice blocks so 
(Connolly could throw). 

“Jay is not afraid to tuck 
the ball and run (with it). 
He'll take the hit a lot of 
times in games and he'll 
get right back up. He's 
always fighting for us.” 

In Tewksbury's first six 
games this season, statisti- 
cally speaking, Kavanaugh 
had his better games 
against Malden Catholic,

DeLucia stations himself on the Offensive Line

WILMINGTON - Mike 
DeLucia is a very impres- 
sive young man. He's smart, 
he's funny, he's personable, 
he's extremely honest and 
he seems to have life com- 
pletely in order. 

His life's journey is nothing 
but fascinating between 
being born on the Island of 
Guam, dealing with severe 
asthma as a kid which pre- 
vented him from playing 
football until he reached the 
seventh grade, from being a 
reserve player of a 3-8 team 
as a junior to a starting line- 
man for an 8-2 team as a 
senior, to playing the entire 
second half of the 
Watertown game basically 
on one leg with a severely 
sprained ankle, to already 
knowing that he would like 
to serve his country after he 
graduates from Wilmington 
High School in June. 

If you ask him why he did- 
n't start last year, he admits 
that his work ethic wasn't up 
to par and better players 
were ahead of him. If you 
ask him why he played that 
second half on one leg, he 
replied that “a little pain 
isn't going to hurt you.” 

And if you ask him about 
coming to Wilmington at the 
age of five from Guam, it 
turned into comic relief. 

“The only thing that I real- 
ly remember is the weather 
there is beautiful. I don't 
know why we moved here. 
It's frigging cold. We came 
during the middle of the 
winter. Are you kidding me? 
We went from it being 85 
degrees and we come here 
and it's 30 degrees. I still 
don't know why we came 
here,” he said with a big 
laugh, all while wearing 
shorts on a cold, windy day. 

DeLucia said that his 
father Christopher grew up 
in Wilmington and then 
served in the United States 
Navy. He was stationed on 
Guam and there he met his

offensive line this season. 


wife, Shirley. The two relo- 
cated back to Wilmington 
where they had four chil- 
dren, Christopher, Ed - a 
former WHS Football player, 
Amanda, who ran track 
here, and then Mike. 

Mike said ever since he 
came to Wilmington, all he 
ever wanted to do was play 
on the gridiron. 

“T moved here when I was 
five,” he said. “I was born 
on Guam (island). I had 
really bad asthma problems 
so I didn't get to play foot- 
ball until I was in the sev- 
enth grader. I always tried 
my hardest to have my par- 
ents let me play and they 
finally did. That first prac- 
tice (in seventh grade) was 
probably the hardest day of 


practice in my life. I can still 
remember going over to the 
Town Hall, in the back fields 
with the 'B' team and we hit 
the thing they call 'the pits' 
and we did 'burpies' for a 
half hour. It was by far the 
longest half hour in my life. 

“My brother (Kd) played 
(at Wilmington) high school 
and whenever I watched him 
play, I just wanted to be out 
on the field, wearing the 
pads and be with him. I just 
kept asking my parents and 
then we went to the doctor's 
office and I convinced the 
doctor to sign off on it. I still 
don't know why she did to 
this day, but she did.” 

Mike DeLucia played those 
early years of Pop Warner 
and then continued to play 


once he arrived at WHS. He 
was on the Freshmen team 
that finished with one loss - 
coming to Tewksbury on the 
final week of the season. 
“Our freshmen year we 
were 9-1 or 10-1 and we were 
undefeated until we lost to 
Tewksbury for the 
Thanksgiving Game, and 
this is kind of a revenge 
game for most of us who 
played freshmen year,” he 
said. “We definitely had 
great seasons, great runs all 
through Pop Warner. I only 
have a week left with all of 
these kids, so we'll see how 
it goes. A win (on Thursday 
against Tewksbury) is going 
to mean everything, but 
knowing that I'm going to 
play my last game with 


these kids means everything 
to me.” 

DeLucia, like many of the 
other current seniors, has 
been battled tested through- 
out their four years of foot- 
ball. There's been plenty of 
ups and downs. Last year, 
DeLucia said, wasn't that 
enjoyable for many reasons. 

“T did not start last year,” 
he said. “Last year we had 
some different coaches. This 
year I definitely put in more 
work (heading into the sea- 
son). I can't say that I put in 
a full effort last year but I 
tried last year. This year is 
my last, it's my senior year 
and I gave it everything that 
I had and it's paid off. There 
may have been some regrets 
before the start of last sea- 
son. We had some good play- 
ers who were ahead of me . 
If they were better for the 
team, they were better for 
the team. I can't argue with 
that.” 

This past February, Craig 
Turner was named the new 
head coach. Upon meeting 
his players, he had a conver- 
sation with DeLucia. 

“T challenged him in the 
off-season,” explained 
Turner. “I said to him 'hey 
you have an opportunity to 
play here, do you want to 
play'? And he said ‘yes 
coach, I want to be out 
there'. So I said 'well if you 
want to play, you put the 
work in and you'll get the 
first shot'. I'm a big believer 
in that. If the kids put the 
work in during the off-sea- 
son, they are going to get the 
first shot (at a starting posi- 
tion). He did everything we 
asked of him. He worked his 
job and then came here 
afterwards to lift weights. 
I'll always go out on the limn 
for a kid like that who puts 
the time in. He never disap- 
pointed us - he always works 
hard.” 

DeLucia said that he paid 
attention to everything 
Turner said and instructed 
him to do and that has paid 
dividends. The right guard 
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has played all but one’ “game 
this season and has done a 
terrific job as one 6f°the 
guys in the trenches? who 
have helped the ‘Cats! Score 
282 points, rush for= ‘over 
1,700 yards- and throw - for 
over 1,200 yards. : 
“They! ve been chee 
and they have gotten better 
every week,” said Turner of 
the offensive line as a group. 
“We knew that it was, going 
to be tougher to run the. ball 
as we got deeper into. the 
season, and as the competi- 
tion got tougher we ;knew 
that it was going to be-hard- 
er and harder to run the ball 
consistently. I think for ‘a 
fairly green group,. -they 
have really kept us in stuff. 
They are not killing ‘us? by 
any means and DeLucia is 
really a steady force cwith 
that group.” re 
Turner was _ asked - Swhy 
DeLucia was inserted ‘as a 
guard, and not as a tackle. 
“He's not the flashiest kid, 
he's not the fastest, he’ S not 
the biggest and he's cettain- 
ly not the strongest, but he's 
there,” said Turner. “He's 
always there, he knows what 
he is doing and you need 
those type of guys. There 
may be other guys who get 
the credit, but thos¢ guys 
like him is what makes ‘the 


_whole thing go.” 


DeLucia said that entering 
this season, he took a totally 
different approach with <his 
body. 

“T hit the weights a ‘lot 
more and I finally came to 
my first team workout,”; he 
said with an embarrassing 
look. “I ran more so I was in 
better shape coming into 
this season. Last year I 
came in weighing about 195 
and this year I dropped 
around ten pounds of fat and 
I put on about 30 pounds of 
muscle. I came into the sea- 
son at (six feet tall) and 
weighing around 220-225.” 

That extra muscle has paid 
off for DeLucia. Since ,the

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Senior concentrates on assisting others 
Frontain has become a 
steady and unheralded

TEWKSBURY - Zach 
Frontain enjoys assisting 
other-people. In fact, he said 
after~high school, he plans 
on becoming a fire-fighter 
so-he-can help people. He is 
well’on his way accomplish- 
ing that feat as a senior at 
Tewksbury Memorial High 
Sehool. 

A member of the football 
team; Frontain (5-11, 200) 
and Joe Rosberg came into 
this season as the veterans 
on‘the offensive and defen- 
sive lines. Joining the two of 
them were a bunch of green 
players. The two buddies 
took on chore of helping the 
rookies to form a complete 
unit‘ especially on the offen- 
sive side of the ball. That 
group has not only played 
better and better every 
week, but it's been a focal 
point in the Redmen's 9-2 
season which includes a 
Division 3 North Sectional 
Championship title. 

“We just came together as 
one,” he said. “Getting used 
to each other at the begin- 
ning of the season was tough 
just because the new guys 
didn't know the plays as 
well. By the first game we 
were one line, one unit and 
we came together. I think we 
really progressed through- 
out the season.” 

That inexperienced and 
somewhat undersized offen- 
sive line group helped 
Tewksbury chalk up over 
3,200 yards of offense, 
including scoring 25 points a 
game. The five players on 
that, offensive line include 
center Zach Weitz, guards 
Frontain and Trace Trant, 
and tackles Rosberg and 
Justyn Lester. 

“The juniors stepped up 
their game a lot,” he said. 
“They all put in a lot of 
hours* in the weight’ room. 
They.all did really good and 
stepped up when they need- 
ed to.” 

Frontain said that so much 
of the credit for the group's 
play goes to O-Line coach 
Paul Norton. 

“Coach Norton has to be 
given the credit,” said 
Frontain. “He worked with 
us everyday, ran the plays, 
the drills and did a really 
good job of coaching us up 
that way. He is very tough 
and he knows everything. 
Even when you think that 
he's not watching you, he is 
watching you. There's no 
breaks with him. He's 
always watching.” 

Norton and the rest of the 
TMHS Coaching staff has 
watched Frontain become 
an invaluable two-way line- 
man for the Redmen. 

“T think what Rosberg and 
Frontain have done with the 
rest of the group has been so 
important for us,” said 
Redmen head coach Brian 
Aylward. “They have really 
helped those younger guys 
come along. Plus, I think 
Coach Norton is as good of 
an offensive line coach as 
there”is in the entire state. 
His experiences are impres-

sive. We hit the panic button 
all of the time of whether or 
not we're going to have 
enough upfront to be com- 
petitive and somehow he's 
able to put it together with 
guys like Zach, and they 
make it all happen. Zach has 
been a great soldier for us 
and is just so tough.” 

Being a lineman on a 
Tewksbury team is an 
extremely tough chore. Not 
only do you have to memo- 
rize what seems to be a 
thousand different plays and 
formations, but you always 
are matched up against a 
bigger kid from an opposing 
Merrimack Valley 
Conference team. 

“T was definitely looking up 
at everybody that I went up 
against this year,” he said. 
“I like going up against the 
bigger kids. It's more of a 
challenge. Plus I know the 
bigger they are, the more of 
a chance I can move them in 
the third and fourth quarters 
because they are getting 
beat down when I'm still 
OK. (Being an offensive 
guard is) awesome. It's my 
favorite position and I don't 
think that I'd want to trade 
it for anything. I like being 
the guy who is pulling, who 
is trapping, who gets around 
the corner to make the 
blocks and to do all of that.” 

On the other side of the 
ball, defensively, Frontain 
has helped the program by 
being so versatile. He start- 
ed the season off as the 
team's nose guard before 
being moved to right tackle. 

“Playing tackle you have to 
be more aware of the ball as 
you have to look down the 
line,” he said. “At nose 
guard you are looking right 
down so as soon as the ball 
moves, you get to go plow 
into the guy who is right in 
front of you. At tackle you 
have to be careful of the 
traps from the (offensive) 
tackle coming down after 
our down blocks - it's more 
of like standing straight up 
and hitting the guy in front 
of you.” 

Defensively, Tewksbury for 
the most part has played 
well. There's been bumps in 
the road, but with Rosberg 
getting doubled-up, other 
guys like Connor Nugent and 
Frontain have assisted with 
that QB pressure. 

“We had a really good sea- 
son,” said Frontain, who has 
four siblings including 
brother Cody and then 
younger sisters Katelyn and 
twins Lindsey and Lauren. 
“Having Jose Rosberg on 
one side really helps you. 
The defensive ends were 
both new arid I think they 
both stepped up their games 
and they both did really 
good jobs for this being their 
first (varsity) seasons.” 

Being a two-way linemen 
for Tewksbury and in the 
MVC certainly goes without 
its glory. Playing in such a 
competitive league, from top 
to bottom the guys at the 
skilled positions - QB, wide 
out and running back - seem 
to always get the glory. That 
doesn't phase this guy one 
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bit. 

“The offensive line would 
not look as good if (Brandon 
Winn) wasn't the one run- 
ning the ball,” he said. 

Aylward took that thought 
a little bit further. 


“We put a lot on 
(Frontain's) shoulders,” 
said Aylward. “We have 


played against so many 
teams from tack-to-tackle 
who outmatch us in size, in 
strength, speed but Zach's 
been outstanding for us all 
year and really for two 
years. He's so tough and he 
spills his guts everyday and 
every time out. He has made 
a lot of plays for us. He does 
a lot of things on the field.” 

That was evident when 
Aylward moved him from 
the nose guard spot to tackle 
earlier in the season. 

“T think that was just a 
matter of getting us some 
better balance defensively,” 
said the coach. “It has 
worked out better for us. He 
is given up usually a lot 
physically everytime out but 
he is scrappy and he fights. 
He's also made some big 
plays for us defensively and 
he has given us a chance to 
win every time he goes out 
there.” 

Tewksbury certainly has a 
chance to come away with a 
win on Thursday. 

“From what I have heard, 
(Wilmington has) had a 
really good season,” said 
Frontain. “I know they lost 
in the playoffs and have the 
extra week of rest when we 
have been playing so I think 
that we have a little bit of an 
advantage. I saw them play 
three weeks ago, they look 
pretty tough but not as 
tough as Tewksbury. We def- 
initely have to watch all of 
the film on them so we know 
what their offensive and 
defensive lines are like, see 
what kind of plays they run 
and see if they are more of

an inside or an outside 
team. Then we'll let our 
coaches make up a game 
plan.” 

For Frontain and especial- 
ly his senior pals, the hope is

“Everybody, all of the kids, 
act like she's their mother 
too. They want to win for 
her and that's pretty awe- 
some. During pre-game, it's 
usually pump up speeches 
about her, and how she is 
here in the freezing cold for 
us, so that's pretty cool.” 

Graham is one of five chil- 
dren and comes from a 
sports-oriented family. His 
father Kevin was a three- 
sport athlete at WHS in soc- 
cer, hockey and baseball, 
and went on to play sports at 
Curry College. Graham's 
oldest brother Killian played 
at WHS, and his younger 
brother Bailey is a sopho- 
more starting linebacker on 
this year's 'Cats team. He 
has done nothing but cause 
a lot of havoc for opposing 
team's offenses with his 
non-stop pursuit to make 
every tackle he possibly can 
make. 

“He's a great linebacker,” 
said Graham. “He's proba- 
bly the best player in the 
Smith Family. He really is. 
He's always been a tough 
kid. I used to be good but he 
makes every tackle and see- 
ing that is just awesome. 
The Stoneham game he 


. made about fifteen solo 


tackles and I thought that 
game alone would get him a 
(Boston Globe) honorable 
mention (for player of the 
week). He had a lot of tack- 
les that game.” 


Graham doesn't play 


defense this year. His role as 
the Field General is tough 
enough. After all, he came 
into this season basically 
with no QB experience and 
all he is done is pile up eight 
victories, complete 67-of-144 
pass attempts (47 percent) 
for 1,204 yards with 16 TD 
strikes, and 10 interceptions. 

In addition, he is second on 
the team in rushing with 304 
yards (which includes many 
QB sacks) and has scored 
three times. And he's done 
all of that under a new 
coach and under a com- 
pletely new offensive system 
with the “Spread”. 

“T think Graham has got- 
ten better every week,” said 
Turner. “He's a fun kid to 
coach. He wants to get bet- 
ter every day and he's 
always looking for us to do 
new stuff, expand on the 
offense and sometimes he's 
trying to go a little faster 
than I'm trying to go. I wish 
we had him for another year 
because I think he would 
really, really, really excel in 
year two. A lot of times with 
quarterbacks in this system 
you really make a big jump 
in year two.” 

With the 'spread' offense, 
teams use multiple 
receivers spread horizontal- 
ly across the field which 
spreads opposing defenses 
across the field vertically. 
It's a run-first offense 
because of the open field, 
but usually QB's are in the 
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shot-gun position also look- 
ing to fire the ball down field 
to any of those multiple 
receivers. 

“Obviously he is athletic 
and that's his best attrib- 
ute,” said. Turner. “The 
biggest thing.about him that 
I don't think gets the atten- 
tion it deserves is difficult 
as it is to throw the ball in 
this offense, running the ball 
is tough too for the quarter- 
back. With his athletic abili- 
ty, I really think he could 
have a big jump in year two 
in this type of offense as a 
runner. We've kind of had to 
build in some things that are 
easy for him to run with the 
ball and when he gets going, 
he is excellent. 

“Mechanically, learning 
how to read the defense 
instead of just saying ‘hey 
we are going to just throw 
this up to Tyler (Roberts)' 
so trying to read the defense 
and see what they are giving 
us is where he has made a 
ton of progress.” 

Statistically, Smith 
excelled in the team's wins 
over Burlington and 
Stoneham, throwing three 
TD passes in each of those 
games. Those games came 
later on in the season, per- 
haps when Smith grew more 
accustomed to the offense, 
all the while the team 
became more accustomed to 
one another, and off course 
winning which hasn't hap- 
pened here in quite some 


time. 

“Obviously we did good 
(this season),” said Smith. 
“We took a heartbreaker in 
the playoffs (losing to 
Marblehead) and if we 
maybe we showed up in the 
first half, we would be play- 
ing (for in the Eastern Mass 
championship game). 
Obviously we have had a 
good season. We're 8-2 and 
we beat North Reading after 
the (Marblehead) loss, so 
now it's Thanksgiving so 
hopefully we will all be 
pumped up for it.” 

He was then asked about 
the difference between last 
year's team finishing 3-8 
and this year's team cur- 
rently seeking its ninth vic- 
tory. 

“The coaching staff,” he 
said. “They always have us 
in the right sets. and 
schemes and everything. 
The kids' attitudes are dif- 
ferent. From what I know 
everyone is psyched to go to 
practice everyday, they are 
all excited to go to games 
now. It's not like it was last 
year.” 

Last year Smith watched 
from the sidelines as the 
team used a handful of dif- 
ferent kids at the QB posi- 
tion with Andrew Sullivan 
settling in late in the season 
and he did a fine job. It's 
Sully who has been on the 
sidelines all season with an 
injury he suffered outside of 
football, and it's safe to say 
that next year when he's 
back completely healthy, he 
will be taking over the 
reigns. 

“T had to sit out and watch 
and it was definitely terrible 
for me,” said Smith. “First 
play of the first scrimmage, 
I broke my right collarbone 
for the second time. It was 
definitely tough. I was slat- 
ed to be the (starting) quar- 
terback but obviously things 
didn't work out and I had to 
watch from the sidelines. 

“(Andrew) Sullivan’ grew 
up a little bitidtiring the’sea- 
son and he'll be good for 
next year. But it was defi- 
nitely tough watching from 
the sidelines. There were 
some close games but most- 
ly it was blowout (losses) 
that nobody wanted to be 
ats 

Smith watched last year's 
team run the ball the major- 
ity of the time. This year 
Sullivan has watched Smith 
orchestrate the ‘'spread 
offense' as if he was a sea- 
soned pro. 

“I prepared myself (to be 
the quarterback),” said 
Smith. “I had talked to 
coach before the season 
about our (offensive) plays 
and everything so I wanted 
to a little head start. Then 
once the season started, I 
realized I was going to be 
towards the center of the 
focal point of the offense 
which was good. 

“Going to the spread 
offense opened up the field. 
We are not very big but we 
are fast so we got to use that 
speed. Last year we were 
just all in the box, and you 
could see how it worked out 
for us against Stoneham. It 
was definitely good to 
spread everything out. It 
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helps me a lot. I can: “see 
everything on the field, and 
it works out perfect Aige 
me).” 

He's hoping it'll yore aut 
one last time this 
Thursday when he suits, up 
and plays for Wilmingiop 
one last time. 

“It's my last game of. ever 
playing football,” he said, -“1 
don't want to lose. I. don't 
know if it's still a huge rival- 
ry with Wilmington, and 
Tewksbury, but I definitely 
don't want to be a. part , of 
the team that lost eight 
straight games to them..1 
don't want to be one of those 
kids.

The Thanksgiving Day 
game is the “biggest game 
of the year” in the Smith 
household. Certainly Deb 
and the rest of the family 
will be in the stands sup- 
porting not only Graham 
and Bailey, but every kid in 
a Wildcat uniform. Turner 
knows that first-hand. 

“We have a good support 
system here for Graham to 
kind of lean on,”. ‘said 
Turner. “Deb certainly 


means a lot to us as a pro- 


gram. She was the first per- 
son who reached out tome 
when I got the job. I'll 
always will be very, very 
grateful for that. I was the 
new guy and she asked me 
to come out and hang out at 
their Pop Warner sign-up 
night, she was the first one 
who contacted me so for her 
to be the first one to extend 
the olive branch to me was 
something I'll never forget. 
Just coming to learn: what 
she has meant to this town 
and what she has meant to 
these kids (means so much). 

“To be honest, I completely 
forgot about the 'Deb Smith 
Day' and the night before} I 
sent out a message (through 
social media) and asked'for 
anyone to come down:and 
we had like thirty: kids 
comes down. I think -that 
just shows how much*Déb 
means to these kids‘: Ifitit 
wasn't because it was for 
her, we may have had two.or 
three kids show up ‘just 
because Coach Turner asked 
them to but because ‘it's 
Deb, they got down, here: 
They owe a lot to her ees 
do too.” 

Come Thursday gues 
at 10:00 am, Graham Smith 
will play his heart out, like 
he always does for the Blue 
and White team. Win«0oFr 
lose, he knows he will haye 
given everything he has-just 
like his mother. has con for 
so many years. 

“It'll be my last game ont 
it'll be the last time~she 
watches me play '-her 
favorite sport. It's not my 
favorite but it's ~her 
favorite,” said Graham with 
a big smile. 
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DeLucia stations himself on the Wilmington Offensive Line 
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pre-season, the kid has 
come a long way. 

“First half of the first 
Bbame'l didn't play too well,” 
“I definitely 
had some pre-game jitters 
going on. I get them before 
‘every game.” 

‘Throughout that game, 
‘ahd over the course of the 
‘season, DeLucia heard the 
phrase “The Old Mike 
‘DeLucia” many times from 
‘line’coach Bob Donoghue. 

’ “Moving my feet (was the 


“biggest adjustment I had to 


‘make),” he said. “I had 
‘stones of feet at the begin- 
‘ining of the year. We have a 
joke about it, Coach 
Donoghue calls kids who 
don't’ move their feet, 'the 
old Mike DeLucia' because I 
‘would come off the line, hit 
you but I wouldn't move my 
feet. I'd be a stalemate. 
(Donoghue) i is definitely the 
biggest reason why I 
became a better player. He 
is a'great coach. We could- 
n't ask for a better offensive 
line’. coach. He definitely 
knows what he is talking 


‘ about. He is always there 


when you need him to help 
you. He does get in your 
face sometimes and yells at 
you but you know that you 
deserve it whenever he 
does.” 

_ Donoghue was a lineman 
his entire football life. He 
also, played under the 
‘spread offense’ throughout 
the majority of his football 
life. That offensive strategy 
was : put in place this year 
under Turner, and DeLucia 
was asked about the diffi- 
culty of learning it, playing 
that style - all while being a 
first-year varsity starter. 

_ “It's not too bad,” DeLucia 
answered. “There's times 
when: we run outside zone 
plays. and we do have JK 
(John Kenney) who is fast 
enough to get to the outside 
and that kid definitely has 
some-speed. He is small but 
bulky. There are some plays 
(in.the spread offense) that 
makes it harder because as 
a; lineman..you. don't -have 
the , quickest feet in the 
world so you are trying to 
make it to the outside. 
There was some trouble, but 
Jthink we did pretty good 
with sit. We definitely got 
way better over the weeks. I 
think I have progressed as a 
player.” 

rInithe team's fifth game, 
the «;'Cats were trailing 
Watertown 14-0 early in the 
first .quarter. Wilmington 
made some adjustments 
and slowly crept back into 
the game. At halftime, 
Turner thought he would 
have to make another big 
adjustment - trying to find 
someone to play offensive 
right'guard. 

““At~ halftime, Coach 
Donoghue grabbed me and 
said’ 'hey we may have to go 
with someone else' and I 
said’!why, what's the mat- 
ter?’ and I looked over and 
DeLucia was in complete 
agony,” said Turner. “I 
asked him if he was OK and 
he’ said ‘Coach, I'm not 
coming out’. I just said 'OK 
we'll ‘see how long you can 
go and we will figure it out'. 
But he did (play the rest of 
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the game). That's a testa- 
ment to what kind of kid he 
is and how tough he is. We 
would really be lost without 
a kid like him.” 

DeLucia had been on the 
team's bench several times 
before the second quarter 
ended - and then through- 
out the second half. He was 
hunched over in pain, sweat 
pouring down his face and 
in obvious pain. 

“I rolled my right ankle at 
the beginning of the second 
quarter,” he said. “We were 
running a read play and I 
went to take a step, and 
when I took the step, my 
right knee - which I have 
had problems with during 
wrestling season - kind of 
gave out a little bit and our 
center, Connor McKenzie, 
fell back and landed on my 
ankle and it went totally in 
and when it went in, I don't 
know what happened but I 
couldn't stand on it. It was 
killing me. “Luckily I saw 
Melanie (Bachteler, the 
trainer). I put some pres- 
sure on it but it hurt. It was- 
n't taped at the time so we 
taped it over my sock and 
then we spatted both cleats. 
I fought through it, but that 
was tough. There were 
times when I wanted to quit, 
I'm not going to lie but 
when you look out onto the 
field, knowing it's your last 
season, you know the boys 
on the field and those kids 
are like brothers to me. 
There's nothing I wouldn't 
do for them. A little bit of 


_ pain ain't going to kill you.” 


He played basically on one 
leg the entire second half - 
spilling everything he had, 
while the 'Cats overcame 
that deficit only to come 
back and win 32-17. 

“He wasn't going to come 
out, no matter what. I'm 
glad he didn't because we 
would have been putting a 
young kid in a tough posi- 
tion. That's what I'll 
remember Mike DeLucia 
for - that type of moment,” 
said Turner. 

After the game was over 
and DeLucia got back to his 
house in Wilmington, he 
and his parents looked at 
the ankle. 

“It was a balloon,” he said. 
“It was definitely large and 
black and blue. I thought I 
would have to go to the hos- 
pital. I thought my mother 
was going to make me go 
but luckily I talked her out 
of it. My Dad understood. 
We just fought through it. 
We tape it before every 
practice and now before 
every game. It's probably 85 
to 90 percent right now.” 

Despite not being 100 per- 
cent, DeLucia can't wait for 
Thursday's game to hope- 
fully be a part of a victory, 
which hasn't happened 
since 2009, shortly after 
moved to town. He also real- 
izes that it's going to be a 
sad day. 

“(Thursday) means every- 
thing,” he said. “I've been 
playing football since the 
seventh grade. Knowing 
that it's the last time I will 
strap on the helmet and put 
on the shoulder pads with 
these kids ... we've had a 
great season. We've been 


together for four years.” 

Playing before a large 
crowd, DeLucia knows his 
pre-game jitters will proba- 
bly haunt him. But he wants 
to cherish all 44 minutes of 
this game knowing that 
after high school, he won't 
be seeing his buddies that 
often. 

“I'm really thinking about 
joining the Air Force,” he 
said, “I'd love to be a jet 
mechanic. I've always loved 
working with my hands and 


working on cars, engines 
and everything. I really 
think the Air Force is the 
place for me. My whole 
family has been in the mili- 
tary. My brother Ed was in 
the National Guard as a 
medic, I have a bunch of 
uncles who were in the 
Army, my grandfather was 
a Civilian Mechanic in the 
Air Force and my. father 
was in the Navy and the Air 
Force. The military definite- 
ly means a lot to my fami- 


Aye 

Keeping up that family 
tradition is important to 
DeLucia. Being a part of 
possibly breaking up a long 
tradition of Turkey Day 
wins for Tewksbury is some- 
thing that DeLucia also 
wants to be a part of. 

“Tewksbury is good every 
year, no doubt about it. I 
think we are going to need 
our best game yet. We're 
going to need to play both 
halves. We're a second half 


team, we have always been 
but we can't put ourselves 
in a hole in that game. We 
have to come out swinging, 
we have to play our hardest 
and I think with the kids we 
have, knowing that's our 
game, I think we can beat 
them. Hopefully we can win 
on Thursday and we can 
end the streak. Maybe it's 
our time to shine.”
